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med thousand dollars to be paid out of any money in the state treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, one half of which may be expended in the year 1904, 
and one half in the year 1905. . 

SEC. 2. Plans and speciflcations-Ietttng of contracts-furnishings. 
The executive council is hereby authorized to take such steps as to it shall 
seem proper and necessary to secure plans for the completion of said build­
ing. As soon as satisfactory plans and specifications are secured, the ex­
ecutive council shall proceed to let the necessary contracts to the lowest 
responsible bidder or bidders, (reserving the right to aooept or reject any or 
all bids), who shall execute such bonds as the executive council may deem 
necessary for th~ faithful performance of said work. All payments shall be 
approved by the executive council. The executive council may set aside so 
much of said appropriation as they shall deem necessary for the purchase of 
furnishings for the east wing of the said building during the next biennial 
period. . 

SEC. 3. Purchase of additional land. The executive council is further 
authorized to secure either by purchase or condemnation lot No.6, in block 
No.5, in Lyon's addition to the city of Des Moines, the same being necessary 
for the purposes of this act. 

SEC. 4. Iowa materials. Iowa materials shall be used in the construc­
tion of this edifice, quality and price being considered. 

SEC. 5. In eft'ect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publioation in the Daily 
Register and Leader, and the Daily Iowa Capital, newspapers published in 
Des Moines, Iowa.

LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 

8.F. 100. 

AN ACT making twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) additional appropriation for the Iowa 
exhibit at the Louisiana purchase exposition at St. Louis and amendatory of the law as 
it appear. in chapter one hundred and ninety· five (195) of the acts of the Twenty-ninth 
(29th) General Assembly. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly oj tI,e State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Appropriation. The sum of twenty thousand dollats 
($20,000) or so much thereof as may be needed by the Louisiana purchase 
exposition commission for the purpose of making an exhibit and representa­
tion by the state of Iowa at St. Louis, as provided in chapter one hundred 
and ninety-five (195) of the laws of the Twenty-ninth General Assembly, in 
addition to the sum thereby appropriated, is hereby appropriated out of 
any money -in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be drawn, 
expended and reported as provided in said chapters except as hereinafter 
provided. 

SEC. 2. How apportioned-when available. The said twenty thou­
sand dollars ($20,000.00) shall be apportioned and set apart for the follow­
ing departments and specific purposes: 

For agriculture, 
For horticulture, . 
For live stock exhibit, 

$4,000.00 
4,000.00 
3,000.00 
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For dairy and apiary, $1,000.00 
For lights and insurance, . 1,200.00 
For emergenoy oontingent fund, 2,600.00 
For mineral and geology, . 1,500.00 
For manufaoturing and machinery, 1,600.00 
For additional salaries for one month, 800.00 
For ioe and water, . .. ..• 500.00 

And no part of this appropriation shall become available until the 
respeotive speoific amounts heretofore set apart .by the commissioners of the 
Louisiana purchase exposition, from the appropri8.tion made by the Twenty­
ninth General Assembly, for the above Purpolfes, shall have been exhausted. 

SEC. 3. Repealed. The law as it appears in section three (3) of chapter 
one hundred and ninety-five (195) of the laws of the Twenty-ninth General 
ASlembly is herebl1: repealed. 

SEC. 4. Louisiana purchase exposition commission. That section 
one (1) of chapter one hundred and ninetY'five (195) of the acts of the 
Twenty ninth (29) General Assembly, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out the words "Louisiana Exposition Purchase Commission" in 
the fourth line of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof, the words, "Lou­
isiana Purchase Exposition Commission". 

SEC. 5. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall take effeot and be in force from and after its publication in the Register 
and Leader and the Iowa Daily Capital, newspapers published in the city of 
Des Moines, Iowa.

DISPOSITION OF. STATE PROPERTY USED AT LOUISIANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION. 

S.I'.IO'1. 

AN ACT to provide for the disposition of the property of the state used at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition and to appropriate money for that purpose. 

Be it enacted by the General Allllembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Delivered to board of control. That at the close of 
the Louisiana purohase exposition in the year 1904 the Louisiana exposi­
tion purchase commission shall deliver to the board of control of state insti­
tutions of Iowa the Iowa building, including all fixtures and furnishings, and 
all property of the state of whatsoever kind purchased or otherwise acquired 
for the state by said commission and used at said exposition. Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall be construed to give to the board any 
tight to property furnished for use at said exposition by any state or private 
institution, corporation, association or person the title of which is not vested 
in the state, but the board may do what shall seem necessary and proper to 
protect property of that class which may come into its possession. 

SEC. 2. Disposition of property. The board of control shall take pos­
session of all of the property which shall be delivered to it as aforesaid, and 
shall cause the building to be taken down and all material and fixtures there­
from and all other property to be moved from the exposition grounds as may 
be required by the rules and regulations of the exposition under whioh the 
building was constructed and furnished. The board of oontrol shall make 
such disposition of the materials from the building and of all other property 
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
